Washington—An era of close co-operation between the United States 


and Mexico seems to be definitely in the wind. If this materializes, as 
seems probable, it will strengthen hemisphere solidarity in the face of 
axis attempts to divide the nations of the new world. 


Friends of the Roosevelt administration have been in touch with Presi- 


dent Elect Avila Comacho, who takes office Dec. 1, and 
have been favorably impressed with his attitude. It 
was his apparent desire for closer relations with the 
United States that led to the decision here to recog- 
nize Avila Comacho and to throw everything possible 
behind him to strengthen his position. 


President Roosevelt took the unusual step of desig- 


nating Vice president-Elect Henry Wallace as his per- 
sonal representative at the inauguration in Mexico 
City. Soon after he takes office, Avila Comacho will 
visit the United States. He is studying up on his Eng- 
lish now as Wallace is working on his Spanish. The 
plan is not only to shower Avila Comacho with hon- 
ors here but to have him travel about the country to 
see our defense work.

ample, a 40 per cent tax on 80 bil- 
lions of national production is 32 
billions of revenue, but a 32 per 
cent tax on 100 billions produces 
the same amount.

Since the Labor Board was one of the 


principal instruments cf favoritism and 
partiality in the country during the last 
few years the genera! average of affairs 
is improved by the President's action. But 
The calibre and mentality of the man put 
on the Court of Claims is made evident by 
his rulings on the Labor Board. 


To fittingly characterize many of the 


Labor Board's decisions we do not call 
upon any of the participants. 
They are 


interested persons. We do call upon the 
courts, and in many instances courts pre- 
sided over by New Deal judges. 


These courts set aside Labor Board 


actions because, as they often wrote, there 
"was not a scintilla of evidence" to up- 
hold them. It was like bringing a man 
into court to hear himself pronounced 
guilty of some offense without any evi- 
dence to that effect whatever. 


The beating that honest and legitimate 


industry has taken at the hands of the 
Labor Board is not generally appreciated. 
But the patience both of industrialists 
and the workers who fought the yoke of 
servitude in pursuing their remedies even 
against a packed and partisan board is a 
line characteristic 
of 
Americanism in 


anyone. 


The President has advanced the cause 


of justice in the labor world by his dec- 
lination to reappoint Mr. Madden. And

ENTER JOHNSON 


This was the situation when Speaker Sam 


Rayburn and Floor Leader John McCormack 
went to the president and told him something 
had to be done and done quick. He said, "What 
do you suggest?" 


"Put Lyndon Johnson in charge and give him 


a free hand." 


"Sold," replied Roosevelt. "That was my idea, 


too. That boy has got what's needed. Tell Lyn- 
don to see me tomorrow." 


Johnson saw the president at breakfast the 


next morning. Three hours later he had an of- 
fice (tucked away in a downtown business 
building) and a staff rolling in high gear. And 
it continued rolling fifteen and eighteen hours 
a day for the remainder of the campaign. 


The response to Johnson's dynamic drive was 


electric. Imperiled candidates, who had given 
up hope of any outside help, fell on his neck 
with piteous cries. Overnight SOS calls began 
to pour in from coast to coast. None went un- 
heeded. 


In all, Johnson aided more than 150 Demo- 


cratic congressional candidates. The results 
speak for themselves. Instead of capturing the 
house, the Republicans lost six seats, and the 
Democrats emerged stronger than ever. 
BORN POLITICIAN 


Lyndon Johnson is a born politician. His fa- 


ther was a member o. the Texas legislature for 
many years and Lyndon plunged up to his neck 
in politics while still in college, putting on a 
whirlwind campaign for a state senate candi- 
date. 


But Johnson didn't come up the easy way. He 


worked for his tuition through San Marcos 
Teachers college as a day laborer on highway 
projects, later taught public speaking in Hous- 
ton schools. 


There he caught the eye of Representative 


Dick Kleberg, one of the owners of the famed 
King ranch, largest in the world, who brought 
him to Washington as his secretary in 1932. Sev- 
eral years later, when the National Youth ad- 
ministration was created, Johnson, who had at- 
tracted the attention of leading New Dealers, 
was appointed NYA director for Texas. 


He held this job until 1937, when the veteran 


Representative James Buchanan died and John- 
son entered the lists with eight others for the 
seat. He won hands down in the first run-off. 
ROOSEVELT FAVORITE 


Johnson made no speeches in his first two 


years in the house, but he made himself felt 
where it really counted. 


For his district he wangled the remarkable 


total of $71,766,561 in federal loans and projects. 
Included were three low-rent housing projects, 
two rural electrification projects (one of them, 
at Pedernalis, the largest in the country), and 
a number of .PWA and WPA undertakings. 
When there is anything like that around, John- 
son is right there getting a big slice for his Tenth 
Texas district. 


Among the house leaders, Johnson quickly 


became known as a staunch New Dealer who 
at the same time remained on cordial personal 
terms with the antis. He is trusted and liked by 
the Garnentes and is also a favorite of the 
president. 


Roosevelt has a fatherly affection for young 


Johnson, frequently consults him on political 
affairs, and is quietly grooming him for a high 
party post. 


The president is fond of relating a story of 


Johnson's political wizardry; how as an un- 
known newcomer he blitzkricgcd the "Little 
Congress" and got himself elected "Speaker" of 
this organization of house secretaries and clerks, 
"DON'T BET AGAINST HIM" 


It is a "Little Congress" tradition that its 


"Speaker" is chosen by .seniority. It was un- 
heard of to elect a newcomer—that is, it was 
until Johnson hit town as Klcbcrg's secretary. 
At the first "Congress" meeting he attended, he 
announced he would be a candidate in the elec- 
tion the following \ cck. 


The "machine" snickered, but on the night of 


the election they changed their tune. The big- 
gest attendance in history showed up. A mob 
of strange young people packed the corridor 
outside the house caucti;. room. At a signal from 
Johnson they lined up. marched up to the tellers, 
showed their credentials and voted. The un- 
known newcomer from Texas was elected 
"Speaker" by two to one. 


"Say, who is that guy?" gasped one of the de- 


flated candidates. "He comes to one meeting 
and takes over the place at the next!" 


"That's Lyndon Johnson.1' proudly volunteer- 


ed one of his .supporters. "If he tells you he can 
be elected president of the United Slates— 
don't bet against him." 


Note—A teetotaler, young Johnson has two 


"vices." He smokes -cigarettes incessantly and 
will eat red hot Mexican chili, mixed with 
scrambled eggs, at any hour of the day or night.

Personally we don't like it, but 


there is a. way to k«ep dogs front 
barking. An operation may be per- 
formed on the pet's vocal apparatus 
that will silence him forever. No 
longer will he keep the neighbors 
awake nights — such neighbors will 
no doubt be glad to vote for the 
idea. 


But, when the bark is gone, much 


that we value most in dogs has 
gone with it Hundreds of persons 
owe their very lives to the timely 
outburst of an alert canine. News- 
paper stories tell of these cases al- 
most daily. Dogs have saved entire 
families from fire, gas, flood and 
other perils. 


The bark of a faithful dog has 


warned' against thugs, kidnapers, 
thieves and burglars. Hunters, trap- 
pers and explorers have been saved 
from the ravages of wild beasts by 
their four footed companions of the 
outdoor trails. Whole battalions of 
troops have given credit to their 
canine mascots for the warning 
that saved them 
from 
complete 


slaughter by their enemies. 


Dogs can't talk anything but dog 


language, but it is their best means 
of making us humans understand 
their wishes and needs. By observ- 
ing carefully we soon get to know 
when the animal is in pain, when 
he is happy, hungry, lonesome or 
cold. A certain quality in the voice 
tells us this. It also keeps us in- 
formed concerning intruders. 
To 


the hunter, the trail "full cry" is 
one of the most glorious of sounds. 


And yet there are those who 


would, and sometimes do, remove 
from the dog this most valuable 
means of expression, a trait that 
is found in the domestic canine, 
likely due to his human association, 
but lacking in his brothers in the 
wild, the wolf, jackal and coyote.

If a Darkless dog is an absolute 


necessity, there is such a 
available. Specimens would be rath* 
er difficult to procure, howevet; 
for only a very few have been Im- 
ported into this country. They ar« 
more numerous in England, but 
even there only six were exhibited 
at the Crafts' London show in 1987. 


The name is Basenji, "The bark- 


less Dog of the Congo," and they 
are used as hunting dogs in their 
native land. Their height runs about 
18 inches, and they weigh around 
20 pounds. The color leans toward 
the red or chestnut with whit* 
marking often on chest, legs and 
feet. The ears are rounded and held 
erect; the coat is short. 


One of the best pictures we have 


ever seen of this breed appears in 
the November issue of "The Doc 
News," an all dog magazine edited 
and published by Alice Rosenthal 
in Cincinnati. The photo shows five 
of these unusual dogs owned in 
England.

HUNTING PREDATORY 
ANIMALS FOR SPORT 
By Robert Page Lincoln 


I have long contended that hunt- 


ing predatory 
animals had more 


sport in it than does ,that of shoot- 
ing any other sort of game and still 
stick to the theory. To bag a wolf 
or even a coyote is something that 
tops getting deer any day in my 
book and there are many to back 
me up in this idea. 


A recent debate, by correspon- 


dents to a national sports magazine, 
brought up the 
merits of 
dogs, 


chiefly greyhounds, 
when pitted 


alone against coyotes. 
In spite of 


the frequent romantic 
stories of 


dogs battling wolves and coyotes to 
he death successfully. I remain a 
skeptic and think that 
most dogs 


need 
definite 
help 
from 
their 


own kind or from hunters before 
hey have the ability to down cith- 
er wolf or coyote, if thc latter are 
n good health and full grown. 


On my first wolf hunting cxpedi- 
ion in the north woods many years 
ago, we had three tough dogs with 
a majority of hound blood in them. 
We met no wolves but the trio did 
tangle with the trail of a coyote. 


After quilc a chase the coyote 


came within our range as the docs 
forced him in a circle and said 
coyote was wounded. He made of! 
out of sight and when we finally 
came up with him. he had been 
forced to make a stand in an icy 
creek against 4hc dogs. No one ever 
saw three gamer dogs or three dons 
more bloodily slashed up by the 
vicious teeth of a predatory ani- 
mal. 


If that one wounded coyote could 


do Ihe damage he had done against 
three foes, what would he 
have 


to a lone dog if it had clashed 


with him? Usually, of course, thc 
dogs and thc wild animals do not 
tangle because the wild animals arc 
wise in the ways of 
evading an 


enemy and do not come to a close

Best 'Barometer' of U. S. 
Still 3-State Combination

President Roosevelt received an 


average of 54.4 per cent in these 
three states on election day. 


Roosevelt's national percentage 


was 54.7'— or only a fraction of a 
per cent more than the division in 
New York. Ohio and Maryland. 


Just why New York; Ohio and 


Maryland should prove to be such 
an unfailingly good index of the 
national political temper, year after 
year, is something which still pro- 
vides a puzzle. The best available 
explanation is that New York re- 
flects the 
industrial East, while

would go, he could have predicted 
the nation's vote with an average 
error of only 1 2-5 percentage 
points." 


•Barometers' Fail 


Interestingly enough, the 
1940 


election has seen other famous 
"barometer" 
areas 
go 
crashing 


down. Through the years, one of 
the best barometers of all has been 
Erie county. Ohio, a farming and 
industrial county of just over 40,- 
000 population on the edge of Lake 
Erie, containing a relatively large 
number of voters of German origin. 
In election after election since 1888 
Erie county has invariably cast a 
majority for the winning presiden- 
tial candidate, and it has averaged 
only 1J per cent off. 


This year, however. Erie county 


went for Wenflell Willkie. It cast 
only 45.1 per cent of its vote for 
President Roosevelt, for a deviation 
of 9J points from the national fig- 
ure, the greatest deviation in its 
history. 


Back of this sudden break in its 


barometer record, political observ- 
ers see several factors including 
the effect of the war issue on Erie 


Ohio and Maryland give balancing 
tinges of the Midwest and South re- 
spectively. 


But, whatever the reasons for the 


astonishing value of these states as 
national indicators, political h'.s- 
tory shows that they have been — 
on the average — only 11 points 
away from the nation's vote over 
the past 16 presidential elections.

One of the few barometer coun- 


ties which kept its record reason- 
ably clear was Sheridan county. 
Wyoming, which cast 53.7 per cent

Explaining that the Employers 


Mutual policies cover about 65 per 
cent of the Chicago Subway con- 
tracts, Benson reports that he was

through the operations by Safety 
Engineer Otto Holmskog. 


"The part played by the insur- 


ance company extending work- 
men's compensation for the em- 
ployees on a gigantic project like 
this is an important one," Benson 
says. The safety engineering pro- 
gram alone is interesting. 


"When we wrote policies to cover 


operations of many of the contrac- 
tors who had been awarded work 
on the Subway, we organized spe- 
cial services and brought every ef- 
fort to bear on the prevention of 


' accidents and the alleviation of 


their effects, once they 
occured. 


Safety engineering service was al- 
ready well organized 
from our 


Chicago office, but additional facil- 
ities had to be provided for the 
tunnel work. 


"As soon as one of our policy- 


holders would be awarded a con- 
tract for a portion of the subway 
or perhaps a subway station our 
safety engineers who are 
special- 


ists in tunnel work would go into 
consultation with engineers of the 
construction company and a uni- 
form safety code would be arrived 
at with the company and our safe- 
ty men drawing up a set of regula- 
tion* which had to be carried out 
to insure safety. 


"Work in tunnels must be carried 


on under compressed air to keep 
loose material and moisture from 
falling. Although the pressures to 
be maintained in the tunnels were 
not the highest, the average being 
about 15 pounds, working at these

time doctor were arranged for by 
our company, and this doctor was 
located in a building leased by the 
insured at the head - of one of the 
main shafts.

gineering had to do not only \vith 
accidents and injuries on the job, 
but with the occupational disease 
situation as well. Tunnel work un- 
der pressure 
carries with it a 


susceptibility to diseases of the ear. 
Men suffering from colds were par- 
ticularly 
subject 
to ear trouble 


after working under pressure. It 
was necessary to forbid men who 
had colds from going to work. Men 
with sore throats and colds 
were 


treated at the location and not per- 
mitted to go .into the 
compressor 


unless all signs of congestion and 
infection had disappeared. 


"The differences in temperature 


between the tunnel itself and the 
outside was considerable, that in 
the tunnel being quite high, but 
this threat to the health of the men 
was largely eliminated by provid- 
ing showers in the "hog house" at 
each job location.
